Hardware Installation 


The PCI FireWire Adapter Card allows users to easily connect 
FireWire devices to their desktop computer. Up to 3 FireWire devices 
can simultaneously plug directly into the card. The Macsense PCI 
FireWire Adapter Card is plug-and-play, and it's not necessary to estab- 
lish IRQ settings. Please follow the instructions below for simple installa- 
tion: 

1. Unpack the PCI FireWire Adapter Card package. 

2. Turn off the computer. 

3. Remove the cover of the PC. 

4. Install the PCI FireWire Host Card into a vacant PCI Slot. 


5. Replace the PC cover. 

If the problem occurs while installing the PCI FireWire Adapter Card, 
be sure that the card is firmly inserted into the PCI slot. If it still does not 
function properly, please refer to the following section: System 
Requirements. 

If you prefer to use the DV software, we recommend to use it with 
PowerPC 233 MHz or higher machine.

In order for you PCI FireWire card to be recognized by your computer, 
you must install Apple's FireWire 2.3.3 software first.

“Apple SW Install” icon to start the installation process. 

3, Choose "Recommended Installation" and click "Start" to install 
the FireWire Support software into the extensions folder on the 
startup disk. 

4. When the installation is complete, the installer will inform you to 
restart your computer. 
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Driver Installation for Windows 98
